FRENCH FIGHTING 
ON WEST FRONT. 


The large number of troops the Ger- 
mans are using in the east, military 
observers here believe, will prevent for 
some time any attempt by the Germans 
to break the western deadlock. 

Although there have been no events 
of outstanding importance on this 
front, a long official report of the 
British operations from November to 
the beginning of February, issued to- 
day, 
activity there. The report says there 
has been a iot of trench fighting in 
which the Indians and British territo- 
rials have distinguished themselves. 
French, in the report, pays 
tribute to the Indians. He says 
territorials have far more than 
justified the most sanguine nopes en- 
tertained of their value in the field. 
The report adds that reinforcements 
are arriving regularly. 

The first of the promised by-weekly 
reports of the doings of the British 
army in France also was issued today. 
It claims that progress has been made 
in the region of La Bassee, where the 
Germans are said to have suffered se- 
vere losses, and that the British artil- 
lery has shown marked = superiority 
over that of the Germans. 

There was no further news today of 
the new German oftensive in Alsace 
or the French offensive in the vicini- 
ty of St. Mihiel. 

The relations between Greece 
Turkey apparently are becoming more 
strained, Although Turkey has of- 
fered reparation for the insult to the 
(zreek military attache at Constantino- 
ple, it is reported that the Greek min- 
ister has left the legation in charge 
Of a secretary The Turkish minister 
also has left Athens. This is believed 
in some quarters to be the first step 
in the rupture of diplomatic relations 
between Greece and Turkey, which are 
said also to have been affected by the 
Albanian invasion of Serbia.

King’s Visit Cheered Troops. 

The plea of the British pwhblic for 
the names,of the military units par- 
ticipating in ‘brilliant actions has been 
answered by a special dispatch from 
Sir Johe French, British commander 
in chief on the continent, dated Feb- 
ruary 2, The dispatch consists mainly 
of a technical review of the fighting 
during November and December nd 
it begins with King George's visi' to 
the front on November 30, ‘when the 
strength and endurance of the troops 
had been tried to the utmost through- 
out the long and arduous battles of 
Ypres and Armentieres.”’ 

“The presence of his majesty,” 
John French says, “was the greatest 
possible help and encouragement.” 

Continuing, Sir John calls attention 
lo the fact that the campaign has been 
largely influenced by weather. 

“The deadly accuracy, the range and 
the quick-firing capabilities of the 
modern rifle and machine gun,” he 
udds, “require that a fire swept zon: 
be crossed in the shortest possible time 
by attacking troops. But if the mer 
are detained by the difficulty of emerg- 
ing from the water-logged trench and 
by the necessity of passing over ground 
Knee deep in mud and slush, such at- 
tacks become Virtually prohibitive 
owing to the losses they entail.” 


Indian Troops Lost Heavily. 


John says his forces got some- 
mixed up with the French dur- 
ing the heavy fignting in November, 
but subsequently he was able again 
to oonmcentrate his army. lie records 
the exploits of various regiments and 
units, such as the capturing of trenches 
and the blowing up of farms. The In- 
dian troops figured prominently and 
lost heavily. Such ‘frequent mention 
is made of the Indian soldiers that they 
would appear to have been ‘bearing 
the ‘brunt of the fighting.

The German troops, the correspond- 
ent savs, assembled northeast of In- 


i'sterberg. Beginning operations Febru- 


ary 8 by advancing a number of col- 
umns from a common center which 
was the village of Kussen, six miles 
west of Pillkalien, these columns 
swung eastward and theu southward. 
The column farthest #ast operated in 
the Szesupa valley. Crossing the Rus- 


'sian frontier and striking the Berlin- 


Petrograd railroad around Wilkowiszky, 
10 miles east of the frontier, the cav- 
alry swept still farther eastward and 
destroyed the bridge at Wilszkow, ren- 
dering impossible the movement of a 
Russian train to the rear. Ten thou- 
sand Russians and 75 transportable 
kitchens, were captured the night of 
the tenth. West of Evyvdtkuhnen, the 
correspondent says, he saw abundant 
evidences of the Russian retreat. He 
passed a demolished battery of which 
apparently the last man and horse 
were slain. The Germans passed sing- 
ing through the ruins of Eydtkuhnen. 

It was a rainy night, according to 
the correspondent, and the flanking 
movement was attended in places with 
the. greatest of difficulties. The pro- 
vision and ammunition trains stuck 
hub deep in the snow and the provi- 
Sions were unloaded and carried ftor- 
ward on sledges. The advance was 
partly in the teeth of a furious snow- 
storm which prevented the Germans 
from pushing on throughout the night. 

Dr. Stephan Steiner, war correspond- 
ent of The Lokal Anzeiger, gives ad- 
ditional details. The Russians of the 
Fifty-sixth division, he says, surprised 
by the Germans at Pillaklen and 
Schirwindt, tried to retreat to Stallu- 
ponen, but it was too late. In their 
eastward movement the Fifty-sixth di- 
vision almost was annihilated. 

The German cavalry which destroyed 
the bridge at Wilwiszki, Dr. Steiner 
says, was attacked by Russian cav- 
alry under General Leontovith ad- 
vancing from Kovno, but the Russians 
were repulsed. While these operations 
were proceeding the extreme German 
left movement also began, the right 
wing going in the direction of Johan- 
nesburg, where the Fifty-seventh Rus- 
Sian division was almost wiped out. 

Summarizing the Hast Prussian op- 
erations the correspondent reports that 
11 Russian divisions were defeated, 
some of them being badly cut up. He 
adds that there now are excellent pos- 
sibilities for further developments by 
the Germans as East Prussia has been 
completely cleared of Russlans. 


SCARCITY OF POTATOES 
FEARED BY GERMANY 


Berlin, February 16.—(Vla London.)— 
The bundesrath has increased the max- 
imum price-of potatoes from $1 to $1.45 
for fifty kilograms (110 pounds). it 
was feared the former price in view 
of the scarcity of fodder, would result 
in farmers feeding to their stock pota- 
toes fit for food. 

The bundesrath set a maximum price 
of $2.50 for potatoes harvested between 
May 1 and August 15, in order to en- 
courage raising early potatoes. An- 
other decree limited the amount of malt 
which may be used by brewers after 
April 1 to 60 per cent *of the former 
quantity.

The normal training school, and the idea 
back of it, does not look simply to the re- 
demption of children from illiteracy. That 
standard in pedagogy is today taken for 
granted.

STAGGERING. 


David Lloyd-George, British ‘chancellor 
of the exchequer, has given to the house of 
commons an estimate to the effect that the 
allies will, during the current year, spend 
ten billion dollars in prosecuting their mili- 
tary and naval operations. 

The sum staggers the imagination. Ten 
times as much as it costs to operate our own 
government for one year, and for what— 
organized, legalized slaughter. 

And that ten billion dollar estimate does 
not reckon with men invalided and made 
inefficient for industry, for pensions and for 
the much greater cost of restoration which 
is to follow after the war. 

If the allies spend this sum annually, it 
is a safe assumption that Germany and 
Austria will spend a similar or at least an 
approximate sum. 

The pitiful part of the whole business is 
that it is the poor man who pays the cost, 
in the long run. -Soon after the war ends 
it will be seen in a huge increase in direct 
and tmdirect taxation, in some cases almost 
amounting to confiscation. 

When will the average man, upon whose 
shoulders the burden rests, demand some 
less costly process for adjusting political, 
racial and other differences? The verdict 
ultimately {s in his hands. The veto power 
is there. When will he cease to respond to 
the glamor of warfare and see in a clear 
perspective the end of this orgy of expen- 
carnage—national and in innumerable 
cases, individual, bankruptcy?

It would be interesting to follow Jolin D. 
Rockefeller, serenely chasing a golf ball 
around the links of his Tarrytown estate, 
and ask his real opinion of the interview 
eiven out by Frank P. Walsh, on the foun- 
dation that bears Rockefeller’s name. Walsh 
is chairman of the federal commission that 
is probing the foundations, and it still 
seems we cannot get enough probes to suit 
our jaded appetites. Mr. Walsh, after sev- 
eral days’ grilling of the attaches of the 
commission, comes to the conclusion that 
such huge foundations may become a gen- 
uine menace to free American government. 

There is nothing new in all of this stuff. 
It has been trotted forth time after time, at 
congressional- and other investigations. It 
formed the chief basis of the hearings when 
the Rockefeller foundation was seeking fed- 
eral incorporation, and it has time and 
again applied to the Carnegie, the 
Sage and to other foundations. This is not 
to forget our good friend, Dr. Washington 
Gladden, and his scornful refusal of “tainted 
money.” 

The Constitution holds no brief for any

of these foundations or their founders, but 


it declines to “view with alarm” the possi- 
bility of their absorbing the American gov- 
ernment or unduly influencing its people. 
There are too many watchful eyes in this 
too many keen brains to permit 
anything of that sort. If men of great 
wealth wish to redistribute that wealth 
scientifically for the benefit of the people 
from it was drawn, let us put only 
such oostacles in their pathway as will in- 
sure equity and fairness. It is already of 
record that these foundations have done 
much good in their respective fields and are 
scheduled to do more. They will bear 
watching, of course, but so will congress, 
with its pork barrel, its pension scandal, its 
demagogy and its other abuses. 

It should remembered, 
that some of Mr. Walsh's critics have 
pected him of cherishing political ambitions. 
If that is true it would explain much. In 
spite of our partial recuperation from the 
era of baiting of wealth, it is still popular 
in some quarters the helpless 
multt-millionaire.
